CURRENT RESERVOIR CONDITIONS:

Elevation: 3779.77; Storage: 1,352,441 acre-feet; River Release: 8,160 cfs; Inflow: 6,300 cfs;
GENERAL COMMENTS:

The Helena Valley Irrigation District (HVID) reduced diversions on April 17, 2014 for maintenance
purposes. HVID will resume prior diversions on Monday, April 21, 2014. In response the following
operation changes are required at Canyon Ferry Dam and Powerplant.

CANYON FERRY RELEASES AND OPERATIONS: Times are Mountain Daylight Savings Time (MDST)

At 1000 Monday, April 21, 2014:
Maintain releases through the river outlet gates at 2,000 cfs.
Maintain releases through the spillway gates at 0 cfs.
Maintain turbine release at ~ 6,000 ¢fs (= 1,300 MW-Hrs/day using 110.7 cfs/mw).
Increase release for Helena Valley Project to 650 cfs (300 cfs pumped to Helena Valley and
350 cfs discharged to the Missouri River).
Increase release to the Missouri River to 8,350 cfs.
Increase total release from Canyon Ferry to 8,650 cfs.
